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PAY OF NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


We have often called attention to the low rate of 
pay which the non--commissioned officers of the line 
and enlisted men of the Army receive and have urged 
just as repeatedly that Congress enact legislation look- 
ing to its increase. The War Department has several 
times impressed upon Congress the necessity of bring- 
ing the enlisted man’s pay up to a reasonable figure, 
but up to the present time that body has turned a deaf 
ear to its recommendations, and now the chances for 
obtaining desirable legislation of this character seem 
to be decidedly slight. Notwithstanding this fact, and 
notwithstanding that their recommendations in the 
past in this connection have been overlooked, the offi- 
cials of the War Department are still urging that an 
increase be authorized, and perhaps the constant urg- 
ing may result in the enactment of laws carrying out 
their recommendations, 

No one recognizes more thoroughly than’ General 
Ruggles, Adjutant-General of the Army, the necessity 
of 4ncreasing the pay of the enlisted men, and in his re- 
ports both to the Secretary of War and to the Major- 
General commanding the Army, he submits a state- 
ment in regard to the desirability of legislation in this 
connection. In his report to the Secretary of War he 
states that the first sergeant is underpaid and that 
the corporal receives less pay than the private on 
extra duty, and the sergeant-major than a first ser- 
geant, who is inferior to him in rank. General Ruggles 
adds that the pay table of the enlisted men of the line 
requires readjustment, and states that he will here- 
after make his recommendation for legislation in this 
matter, 

It is believed that if the pay table to be recom- 
mended by General Ruggles is adopted the dissatis- 
faction at present reigning in the ranks will entirely 
disappear, so far at least as pay is concerned. It is 
understood that he will urge that the pay of the en- 
listed men be fixed at $15 per month for all privates 
of the line; $25 per month for corporals; sergeants, 
$35; first sergeants and sergeant-majors $50, and all 
hand musicians $25. This given to the entire service 
will increase the appropriation for the Army less than 
$800,000. Efficient first sergeants are essential to an 
efficient Army. Without adequate pay the best men 
cannot be obtained, or at least for any length of time. 
With pay at $50 per month the Army would secure the 
services of intelligent men, who would seek the posi- 
tion because of the competence it would give thei. 
Many,of the young men who now enlist in anticipation 
of receiving a commission in the Army would feel con- 
tent. to remain in the Army as first sergeants instead 
of applying for their discharge in the event of their 
failure to secure commissions. It would be a greater 
incentive for the men in the ranks to work for promo- 
tion, and even though they might not get the position 
the result would be increased efficiency among the 
privates. 


We announced last week, in a paragraph which ap- 
peared after our Ordnance Notes, that the names of the 
non-commissioned officers recommended for conunis- 
sions had been sent to the President. We now have the 
pleasure of congratulating these young men, who, on 
Wednesday, Oct. 31, received their commissions 
second lieutenants, and were assigned to their new sta- 
tions. These new officers will undoubtedly ornament 
the line, as in the past they shone in the enlisted 
Hranch., They gave evidence of their ability at Fort 
Leavenworth, where they successfully passed their ex- 
aminations for commission, and this, in conjunction 
with their previous Army career, should make them 
efficient officers. The following are the assignments of 
the new officers:

The line of the Army is familiar with the relatives of 
many of these young officers. Lieutenant Morrow, who 
Was attached to Co. G, of the 16th Inf., before his pro- 
miotion, is a son of the late Colonel Morrow, who com- 
manded the 21st Inf. Lieutenant Offley is a son of the 
late Captain Offley, of the 10th Inf. Lieutenant Spur- 
gin's father is a captain in the 21st Inf., and Lieuten- 
unt Koehler has a brother (Lieutenant Koehler) in the 
th Cav. Lieutenant Schenck is a son of Captain 
Schenck, of the 7th Art. The late Surgeon-General 
Brown, of the Navy, was an uncle of Lieutenant Bald- 
win. Lieutenants Lynch and Phillips are New York's 
representatives on the list of new officers. Lieutenant 
Lyon has the distinction of being the youngest, being 
but 26 years of age. Five of the candidates who ap- 
peared for examination failed. It is learned that they 
have not all given up hope of obtaining commissions, 


as 


but some are now at work improving themselves in the 
branches in which they were found, so as to be fully 
qualified at the next examination in September, 1895. 


More than once during the past few years the 
Army and Navy Journal has advocated a system of 
weekly practice marches for troops in garrison, simi- 
lar to that in vogue in the British Army. That it is 
necessary is obvious from a recommendation made by 
Inspector-General Hughes in his recent annual report 
in which he says: “Our infantry is not receiving suf- 
ficient instruction and practice in marching. Many of 
our men come into service, serve their three years, 
and are discharged without having made a single 
march. This is too important a factor in the profic- 
iency of a soldier’s education to admit of its being 
omitted from the course of instruction. On a previous 
oceasion IT recommended that garrisons should be re- 
quired, interests permitting, to make a march once per 


week. If no better plan can be suggested, I think that 
recommendation deserving of attention. The men 


should be accustomed to carrying weights without 
physical inconvenience, and if not practiced in doing 
so, many of them will find that a full canteen, five 
days’ cooked rations, and 120 rounds of cartridges a 
trying burden if called upon suddenly to take them up 
and walk.” 


Secretary Lamont placed on the retired list during 
the past week an enlisted man whose record might be 
envied by many officers of the Army. He is Frederick 
Lewis, whose last duty was performed with the band 
of the 3d Cayv., of which organization he was chief mu- 
sician. Mr. Lewis served throughout the war, and his 
courage was rewarded by promotion after promotion: 
He,in battle, successfully passed through the grades of 
captain, major, lieutenant-colonel and colonel of vyol- 
unteers, in which rank he was mustered out of the <cr- 
vice at the close of the war. After the war he enlisted, 
and was appointed chief musician of the 5th Cay. band, 
remaining with it for seven years. He was chief mu- 
sician of the depot band at Jefferson Barracks for 17 
years, and when that depot was abolished, was left as 
an unassigned recruit. He was afterwards made chief 
musician of the 3d Cay. band, and in that position he 
retired. 

As statements already made in the Journal have 
shown, the Army colony in Washington has been ex- 
cited recently by the announcement that Secretary 
Lamont is considering the advisability of abolishing the 
commissary depot in that city. The matter has been 
suggested in the interest of economy. No definite de- 
cision has yet been reached by the Secretary, but it is 
believed that he will authorize its discontinuance. If 
officers in the Army desire to do so, they will be per- 
mitted to purchase stores at the Washington Barracks, 
in case it is decided to abolish the general depot, which 
is located in Southwest Washington, near the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. 

The unmistakable intention of Secretary Lamont not 
to permit officers below field rank to take advantage of 
the 30-year retirement law, has resulted in the with- 
drawal of all applications for retirements under it, 
made by a number of captains. 


General Flagler, Chief of the Ordnance Department 
of the Army, inspected the Watervliet Arsenal during 
the past week, and returned to Washington perfectly 
satistled with the way affairs were being conducted 
there. The installation of the plant required for the 
manufacture of 8, 10 and 12-inch guns is completed, 
and work on the cuntracts for the tools for the 16- 
inch guns is now under way. General Flagler makes 
mention in his annual report of the inadequacy of the 
fire defense available at the Arsenal. It is his opinion 
that it should be replaced by more modern appliances. 
More ground, he thinks, is also needed for the work 
there, 


Annual inspections are having a hard time of it this 
year. First came the knock-down blow delivered to 
par. 954, which cut off the annual summer inspections 
by post commanders and thereby saved them a large 
amount of paper work, and now par. 1073, A. R., pro- 
viding for an annual report of inspection of public 
buildings, with voluminous estimates, ete., in March, 
is likely to come to grief. But post commanders and 
post quartermasters will perhaps find occasion to re- 
joice. 


The official orders were issued during the past week 
relieving Commander Edwin Longnecker of the com- 
mand of the Ranger, Noy. 20, and ordering Commander 
fugene W. Watson, Inspector of Ordnance at Ports- 
month, to report at Mare Island, as his successor. We 
were under a misapprehension in stating that Com- 
mander Longnecker was ill, and had applied to be re- 
lieved. It now appears that his term of sea duty was 
up, and that this was the real cause of the issuance of 
crders for his detachment from his present command. 


The order announcing the results of the Army and 
Department competition in target practice for the past 


season will be issued by the War Department nex; 
week. The Journal has already printed the resulis 
and the coming order will simply give the names in the 
order of the averages made. 


The name of Brigadier-General Frank Wheaton 
should have been included in the rather idle speculation 
of last week as to the possibilities of promotion, com. 
ing in between those of Generals Ruger and Merritt, 


Secretary Lamont has authorized the issue of « sec. 
ond edition of the Korean map, published by the mili- 
tary Information Division of the War Department. 
There has been a great demand for the map. 


Concluding his address at the dedication of the monn. 
ment to General MeClellan in Philadelphia, Oct. 27, Gen, 
W. B. Franklin said: “I believe that if McClellan had 
been sustained in the winter of 1861-62 by his supe- 
riors, if his hands had been held up by powerful friends, 
if he had been allowed to dispose of the troops of his 
own army when and as he thought best, if his army had 
not been depleted by the detachment from it of 50,000 
men before he had stricken a blow; if, in a few words, 
he had been allowed to carry out his well-conceived 
plans, the Army of the Potomac would have been suc- 
cessful in the campaign of 1862, and Richmond would 
have fallen. The result of such a Campaign would have 
brought McClellan to the front of the heroes of ‘the war, 
the position in which he ought to have stood. His suc. 
cessful campaigns in West Virginia and Maryland, 
where he was allowed to depend upon his own military 
knowledge, ability anl skill, combined with his intense 
patriotism and extreme unselfishness, showed that he 
possessed all the requisites of a great general, and his 
consistent Christian character showed that he was a 
noble Christian soldier.”

At a trades dinner, given Wednesday, Oct. 10, at Glas- 
gow, Scotland, the Hon. Sir George Otto Trevelyan, See 
retary for Scotland, said that the interests of th 
European powers and those of the United States must be 
adequately protected. This, he added, was in the days’ 
duty of the British Navy. We would remind Sir George 
that when it comes to a matter of protecting interests in 
China, the United States teet in those waters will not 
be behindhand—though it will no doubt welcome the 
co-operation of the British. When it comes to protecting 
Europeans against barbarian methods, no distinction vf 
nationality will be made by any power. 


Interest in the proposed naval changes has been at a 
fever heat ever since President Cleveland’s return on 
Thursday week. Secretary Herbert has had several con- 
ferences with the Chief Magistrate regarding this mat- 
ter, and his going and coming to and from the White 
House has been a source of much speculation, After 
each yisit to the executive mansion his manner has been 
the subject of the closest scrutiny. If the Secretary was 
cheerful, the scrutinizer declared in the most positiv: 
manner that Rear-Admiral Walker would be ordered w 
the Naval Academy at once. If the Secretary looked as 
though the last meal he had eaten had disagreed with 
him, a counsel of those in the immediate vicinity was 
called, and the opinion was general, after an exhaustive 
that Rear-Admiral Walker was not gving 
to the Academy. The same may be said of the other im 
portant assignments soon to be made. So far Secretary 
Herbert has declined to mention the names of those wh 
will obtain the details even to his closest advisers, All 
he will say is that the official orders will be promul 
gated shortly, and every one has to rest content with 
that insutlicient knowledge.

him; that he had no personal objection to Colonel Cro- 
chan, who had been a gallant officer and was perfectly 
well qualified; but he is not now in the Army, and the 
Army would feel itself deeply wronged if a person not 
of the Army should be appointed to this office. The Gen- 
eral left me under great apparent emotion at this in- 
formation.” Again on the 22d: “After 10 o’clock this 
evening Mr. John W. Taylor called on me to urge from 
(ieneral Brown that I would reconsider the nomination 
of Colonel Croghan as Inspector-General. He repeated 
all that General Brown had said to me, and much more. 
But it was too late, and so I told him.’”’—Hditor.)

FEARFUL FOOTBALL. 


In a letter to the Editor of the “N. Y. Medical and 
Surgical Journal,’ Surg. P. F. Harvey, U. 8S. A., points 
out some of the perils of football. In commenting on 
the paper recently read by Dr. Henry G. Beyer, of 
ihe Navy, before the American Physiological Society, 
ly. Harvey says that, while the paper is an interesting 
contribution to the literature on the subject, Dr. 
Beyer’s deductions appear inconclusive, and his esti- 
mate of the game much too conservative. That Dr. 
Beyer “evinces a desire to be judicial, but, while ad- ‘ 
itting that the opponents of the game seem to have *F noegeee, 
the best of the argument, he weakens this admission by Se ae 
subsequently maintaining that all cases of recorded 
deaths would be found on investigation to be due to 
¢ross carelessness, and that all injuries that he has wit- 
lessed on the football field in games played by gentle- 
iiuinly and well-matched players have been amenable 
io treatment and have resulted in perfect cures. I have 
many severe injuries in games between such 
layers, but candor of course compels the acknowledg- 
ent that among scientific and well-disciplined players 
ihe element of danger is less pronounced than among

ARMY ANNUAL REPORTS. 

REPORT OF GENERAL BROOKE, DEPT. PLATTE. 

In the very brief report of General Brooke he says, 
among other things: 

“Practice marches last autumn were successful at all 
posts Where they were held. At Fort Niobrara they were 
dispensed with on account of there being too few officers 
ty conduct .them with success. During May and a part 
of June the operation of the Union Pacific Railroad, now 
under control of the United States courts, was interrupted 
by the detion of certain irresponsible bodies calling them- 
selves ‘industrial armies,’ and during the months of July 
an? August the trans-continental roads and branches were 
seriougly interfered with by strikers. In both cases the 
U. S. ‘troops were successfully used to restore order and 
epen the roads to traffic. This will form the subject of a 
special report. 

General Brooke states that the number of troops in the 
Department has been diminished since my last annual Tre- 
port by_a transfer of three companies of the 21st Infantry 
to the Department of the East, and the discharge from 
the service of Company I, 2d Infantry, and Company I, 
Sth Infantry—Indians—in accordance with the law and 
their own request. 

The Indians throughout 
quiet and peaceable.

“| wish to renew my recommendation of last year, that 
the authority of company and other commanders should 
be further augmented by authority of law, so that minor 
disciplinary measures might be legally put in their hands.”

DEPARTMENT OF TEXAS. 

In his annual report, dated Aug. 24, 1894. Orig.-Gen. 
Frank Wheaton, commanding the Department of ‘Texas. 
vives us the gratifying information that since the date of 
his last annual report few attempted violations of our 
neutrality laws have been brought to his notice, and our 
Rio Grande border, so frequently and for so many years 
the seenes of turbulence and disorder, has durme the 
past twelve months been unusually quiet, and the troops 
have rarely been ordered from their posts to prevent. vio- 
lations of law upon our Mexican border. He says, how- 
ever: must renew former recommendations for the 
iStablishment of permanent and larger posts on our Mex- 
ican boundary frontier. T believe the presence of a reg- 
ular foree there will always be a necessity, and that 
troops occupying such remote stations should be appro- 
priately quartered.” 

More cavalry is needed: two troops at Fort Bliss, four 
ut MeIntosh and two at Eagle Pass, besides an increase 
of Fort Brown garrison. General Wheaton says: 

lt is an error to suppose that our Rio Grande border can 
be properly guarded by locating troops elsewhere. and hurry- 
ing them to a threatened point when an emergency arises; 
the troops should be on the border, actually on the spot, 
where possibly their presence may prevent uprisings being 
attempted: an adequate reserve force should of course be 
maintained at Forts Sam Housten and Clark. 

The discipline of the troops serving in this department as 
observed by myself and reported by the [pspector-General 
ef the Department. is very satisfactory: military training. 
as preseribed by orders and regulations, has been system- 
atieally conducted; in consequence of which the various or- 
gonizations of the command have maintained, during the 
year. a high standard of efficiency. Verceptible evidence of 
the fine appearance of the troops, at several posts, was pre- 
sented to the Secretary of War during his visit to Texas in 
the early part of April last. In this connection it affords me 
great satisfaction to state that the excellent condition of the 
personnel observed by the Secretary at the posts Inspected 
prevails uniformly throughout the Department. 

No commissioned officer has been arrested or brought to 
trial during the year, and infractions of discipline «mong 
non-commissioned officers and privates have been relatively 
few and mainly for minor offenses. The percentage of trials 
by general courts-martial is less than during the previous 
year, and many such trials were of men serving elsewhere 
and arrested within the limits of this Department for offenses 
committed in other commands. 

We are enlisting a much more intelligent and satisfactory 
cliss of reeruits than ever before, and it is encouraging to 
observe the excellent material for soldiers our regimental 
recruiting officers have secured. Self-respecting young men 
of character are learning that they may now find in the ranks 
of onr Army a congenial class of perfectly reputable and 
intelligent associates, and now that the period of enlistment 
hos been reduced to three years. this will undoubtedly be- 
« still more marked characteristic of the military ser-

THE DEPARTMENT OF THE COLUMBIA 


Rrig.-Gen. Elwell S. Otis reports that neither Fort 
Spokane nor Fort Sherman satisfies conditions which 
should determine permanence, and Spokane was last 


spring submerged by the overflow of Coeur d’Alene Lake. 
The two garrisons shonld be united at some more con- 
Venient point. Had this been done last summer the foree 
available for detache’ duty would have been greater by 
at least one-eighth. The city of Spokane is. in the judg 


ment of General Otis, the proper location. It offers 
ay | trans~ortation in every direction. “It possesses 
also the advantages of excellent climate, healthy location, 
with abundant good water; and the construction there of 
a large military post and its subsequent maintenance 
would be attended with a less expenditure of money than 
at any other point in the Northwest. Troops quartered 
thers would have under observation the great stretch of 
northern country from the Cascade range of mountains 
to the State of Montana and south to the Oregon line, 
and could he expeditiously placed wherever therein their 
lawful employment might be demanded. They would also 
be most conveniently quartered should it become necessary 
to temporarily detach from them any portion for service 
in a distant locality.” 

Au Army post should be established in the vicinity of 
Seattle and Fort Townsend abandoned. “With efficient 
garrisons at the cities of Spokane and Seattle, and with 
the present Vancouver Barracks strength kept intact, all 
localities within this military Department, with the ex- 
ception of Southern Oregon and Idaho, could be quickly 
reached by effective bodies of troops, and, as permanently 
placed, would be in position to observe the northern in- 
ternational boundary line.” Fort Canby, at the mouth 
of the Columbia River, has increased, and Fort Stevens 
diminished, in importance by changes in the channel of 
the river. 

The field service of troops during the year is described 
at length by General Otis. The promptness of action was 
shown in the case of the Industrial Army. Within one 
hour after intelligence of their proceedings had reached 
headquarters, orders had come from Washington to assist 
the marshal, and within another six hours the troops at 
Fort Walla Walla had moved out and captured a stolen 
train, 100 miles west of their point of departure, and de- 
livered it, with the entire organization of the Industrial 
Army, to the U. S. Marshal. Another stolen train was 
recaptured, and, in the case of another detachment of 
the Industrials, the presence of troops arrested violence 
and restored confidence, although no very marked interfer- 
ence on their part was demanded. 

“The vigorous action taken by the United States courts 
to arrest and punish the violators of law, and the prompt- 


ness and intelligence with which the troaps executed 
their instructions, soon disintegrated and scattered the 


fragments of the so-called Industrial Armies. 

The railway disturbances later on called for action by 
the troops, concerning which General Otis says that 
from the latter part of April to the date of his report. 
Aug. 15, 1894, some portion of the Department force had 
been ealled upon for duty, “and on two occasions, cover- 
ing the space of a month, about all of its available 
strength was so employed. The duties were often times 
disagreeable and severe, still they were promptly and effi 
ciently executed, uncomplainingly and, indeed, cheerfu'ly. 
No law was transgressed, no undue exhibition of author 
ity was attempted. No complaint from any source has 
been preferred against officer or enlisted man. Good con- 
duct and honest effort characterized the actions of all: 
the zeal and efficiency displayed indicates the morale of 
the troops.” 

An account is given of the hardships suffered by the 
detachments under Lieutenants Elliott and Overton, of 
the 4th Cav.. to rescue the Carlin hunting party. As a 
result of their experiences, an exploration of the region 
traversed was made later by Lieutenants Leyden, 4th 
Inf.. and Elliott, 4th Cav., and has just been completed. 

About two-thirds of the troops have been engaged in 
practice marches, covering from 70 or SO miles for the 
infontry to 260 and 340 for the cavalry. 

The discipline of the troops is in a quite satisfactory 
condition, and the percentages of deserters is much less 
than in any other period. General courts-martial have 
been few, but summary courts have increased 10° per 
cent. Gencral Otis says: “Commodious drill halls should 
be provided for troops, however cheap and irartistie in 
construction, There is a Gonstant growing tendeney 
ameng officers to submit all instances of slight breaches 
of discipline, and also all neglects of every nature, to the 
investigation of summary courts, whereas in former 
years brief periods of confinement, or the withholding 
of aceust) med privileges, were resorted to: and the ex- 
‘ent of such lawfully proclaimed summary proveedings 
is better proof of the development of this tendeney than 
evidence of the discipline of the garrison.” 

In the first time in the h'story of this military depart- 
ment there is nothing to report on the subject of Indians. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE COLORADO 


The report of General McCook 1s an interesting histori- 
eal document, covering as it does the operations of his 
command during the exciting events of last summer. 
His command covers an area of 424.495 square miles, con- 
taining a population of S22,026 whites and 40,784 In- 
dians. It was a storm centre during populistic and rail- 
road disturbances, but the General's cool judgment and 
trained experience proved suflicient for the emergency. 
The occurrences, especially those at Denver, attracted so 
muck public attention and were so fully set forth at the 
tine that it is not necessary to enter upon details. General 
McCook tells us that “throughout their stay here (i. e. at 
Denver) the conduct of officers and men was exemplary, 
and T am confirmed in my belief that, but for their timely 
arrival, the government would have suffered serious loss. 
On the evening of March 15 committees trom the Board 
of Trade and the Chamber of Commerce and many other 
citizens interested in the preservation of order, called 
upon me at my headquarters to express their thanks for 
the prompt action taken in bringing the troops to Denver. 
They stated that it gave security to life and property and 
restored the confidence of the people.” 

Describing the arrest of 48 ringleaders of the insurrec 
ticnists at Trinidad by U. S. marshals, under the protee- 
tion of the troops, General MeCook says: “Tt is believed 
that these prompt arrests had a most salutary effect upon 
the lawless clement at Trinidad. Pueblo and the southern 
and central portions of the State of Colorado.” By 
prompt action here, Lieut. James A. Goodin, 7th Inf.. 
with ‘Company (, succeeded in saving from fire railroad 
property to the value of $20,000. We are told that “in 
the performance of the various duties imposed upon the 
troops of the Department during the strike, there has 
been no insulting or disrespectful language used towards 
them by the insurgents, so far as reported to these head- 
quarters.” 

On the subiect of desertions. General MeCook reports 
at length. The report of the JIndge Advocate-General of 
his Depertment shows © slicht falling off in desertions 
during the year, the total number being 94, or 2.69 per 


eout, of the average enlisted strength of the command 
“The annual exodus of several handred men from our 
Service by the disgraceful method and comparatively 


feeble efforts of the civil authorities te apprehend and 
return them to military custody for trial, suggests a per- 
verted, if not indecent. unpatriotie sentiment upon this 
grave question among the people from among whom out 
army is reernited. This low popular estimate of military 
erimes, coupled with the humane sentiment of the age. 
has induced a continuous and progressive relaxation dur 
ing the past century in the severity with which the 
crime of desertion has heen punished, until indee’ i 
may now be believed that the deterrent punitory effect 
has practically disanpexred. This. suggests the ‘import- 
anee of enhancing the dignity of the enlistment contract. 


and of providing additional inducements to continuous 
honorable service by such legislation as will secure to 
every soldier of ten or twelve years’ faithful service pre- 
ferment in all appointments to the Government civil ser- 
vice. This system has been adopted in several European 
countries, and apparently with marked success.” 

General McCook recommends the abandonment of Fort 
Bowie and Fort Stanton and that the garrisons there be 
transferred to Fort Logan. He says: “I deem it abso- 
lutely necessary that the garrison of Fort Logan be in- 
creased by two troops of cavalry and two companies of 
infantry, on account of the condition of unrest now exist- 
ing in the State of Colorado.” 

“Discipline throughout the Department has been good. 
But one commissioned officer has been brought to trial by 
court martial during the past year.” 

“Drill and instruction have been faithfully carried out 
throughout the Department. The concentration of the 
eavalry serving in Arizona and New Mexico at Fort 
Grant, in November last, forming there a regimental 
camp of instruction, was very instructive ro all partici- 
pating in it.” 

Capt. A. C. Sharpe. A. J. A. of the Department, re- 
ports that “aside from desertion, the great proportion of 
offenses are the direct result of intemperance; men sta- 
tioned near towns or cities being especially subject to the 
allurements of the innumerable grog-shops which infest 
the suburbs. 

“Several serious outbreaks by military convicts serving 
sentence at posts have occurred during the past year.” 

Capt. W. A. Glassford, Chief Signal Officer, presents an 
interesting report, in which he has some convincing state- 
ments concerning the value of the bicycle for military 
purposes. 


BREVET MAJ.-GEN. AMOS BECKWITH. 

Bvt. Maj.-Gen. Amos Beckwith, U. 8. A., retired, who 
died at his rooms at the Southern Hotel. St. Louis. Mo., 
on Oct, 26, 1894, after an illness of about three months, 
was born, Oct, 4, 1825, in Sutton, Caledonia county, Vt. 
He entered the U. S. Military Academy July 1, 1846, 
and was graduated July, 1850. He served ia Florida 
hostilities against the Seminole Indians, on artillery gzar- 
‘ison duty at various Eastern posts, on duty at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., and in Washington, D. C., at the 
breaking out of the rebellion, until his transfer to the 
staff in 1861. He left the Subsistence Depot in Wash- 
ington in November, 1865. His services thereafter 
were operative in the Western and Southern «armies, 
part of the time under Gen. W. T. Sherman, who had 
the highest opinion of his abilities, going with him in 
his long and exhausiive campaign to the Atlantic coast, 
and ultimately severing his connection with this officer 
when his army disbanded in Washington, D. C. His 
subsequent duties were in the South and Southwest, 
where his well-established force and power were plainly 
shown. As a depot inspector, officer or Chief C. 8. of 
an Army, division or department, his skill or thorough- 
ness was always acknowlelged. He received the follow- 
ing brevets: Lieutenant-Colonel, Sept. 1, 1864. Gallant 
and meritorious services in the Atlantic campaign. Col- 
onel, Sept. 1864. Gallant and meritorious services 
in the campaign against Atlanta. Brigadier-General, 
March 13, 1865. Gallant and meritorious services in the 
campaign terminating in the surrender of the insurgent 
army under Gen. Jos. E. Johnson. Major-General, March 
13, 1865. Faithful and meritorious services in the Sub. 
Dept. during the war. Brigadier-General of Volunteers, 
Jan. 12, 1865. 

As a cadet Beckwith was reticent, apparently reserved, 
meditative and retiring. He was free and communica- 
tive with those whe were his intimates. He was marked 
for his rigid adherence to the regulations and orders of 
the academy, and seemed to obey them with a ‘con- 
sciousness which few could excel. His mind at all times 
was active, his feelings strong and under good control, 
but when once expressed admitted of no questionable 
understanding. Had a person been created to meet the 
requirements of the duties imposed upon him at the com- 
mencement of the rebellion, few more qualities of a nec- 
essary nature would have been essential for absolute 
success than those he possessed. At this time his labors 
were invaluable; he organized and carried out prosperous 
methods in the Subsistence Dept., performing all labor 
creditabie and advantageous. le seemed to rise to the 
emergency, his powers and abilities expanding as his 
duties increased. He was untiring, forcible and unceas- 
ing until his purpose or object had been fulfilled. He 
worked for results, hampered by no technicalities or 
fear of consequences; his object to be accomplished was 
not retarded by embarrassments; his desire seemed to be 
to aid the Government by practical and common-sense 
methods in the most profitable and serviceable manner. 
No conventionalities stopped his way; inability or failure 
to him were unknown. 

General Beckwith never married. His kindness and 
help to many who requested his assistance were freely 
given. He was eebabiy too generous in his desire to 
aid many who neither had claims on him nor deserved 
his succor. He declined advancement in two Staff Corps 
of the Army at the request of friends, to accept a posi- 
tion in the one in which he spent his best days. Inder his 
stem exterior or reserve was a warm heart, such as is 
found in few men; quietly and unobtrusively he per- 
formed many acts of charity known to few besides him- 
self and the receiver. 

He possessed marked ability, great energy, fertility of 
resource, originality and thoroughness. These qualities 
were given in his services to his country, when such ser 
vices were most required, when it was in its greatest 
peril.

SUMMARY COURT SENTENCE.—Upon the question of 
the legality of summary court imposing sentence of repri- 


mand on a soldier for absence from drill, the maximum 
limit of punishment for which it forfeiture of two dollars, 
the Assistant Secretary of War concurs in the view of the 


acting Judge Advocate General, that it was within the power 
of the President, under the act of Congress cited, to so fix 
the kind of punishment as to prevent the overstepping of the 
establishments by a resort to punishments not authorized 
by the order, and decides that “the sentence in question is 
illegal and void. In the Assistant Secretary's opinion it was 
not the intention of Congress nor of the President to leave 
a summary court to decide what kinds of punishment might 
be inflicted, except as to the substitution of confinement for 
forfeiture in a settled ratio.’”’—Letter A. G. O., Oct. 30, 1894.

INDIAN POLICEMAN.—Upon the question, “Is an Indian 
policeman a civil officer under the act of Oct. 1, 1890, and as 
such entitled to reward for apprehension of deserter?’ the 
Secretary of War concurs in the views of the acting Judge 
Advocate-reneral as follows: “The first legislative authority 
for the employment of Indian police is to be found in appro- 
priation act of May 27, 1878 (20 Stat. 86). but this force has 
been regularly recognized since then in the same way, and 
also in a general way by act of March 2, 1887 (24 Stat. 464), 
and by act of June 9, 1888 (25 Stat. 178). The duties of the 
Indian police are prescribed in the Regulations of the Indian 
Office, and include the duty of apprehending for crime. The 
force having been created by law, I do not question the au 
thority of the Regulations made in aid of the law, and am, 
therefore, of opinion that an Indian policeman is a civil offi- 
cer having authority under the laws of the United States to 
arrest offenders, and is entitled to the reward for the arrest 
of a deserter.”’—(Letter, A. G. O., Oct, 13, 1894.)

The present outlook in China is not propitious. It 
would seem as if the Chinese are fully realizing the 
truth of the proverb that “troubles come not singly,” 
and they are certainly reaping a rich harvest of .the 
troubles which have grown out of their self-complacent 
conservatism. From what we have heard, however, 
of the relations of the Emperor and the Empress, the 
reported suicide of the latter will not add materially 
to his cup. It seems reasonably certain that during the 
past weeg something of a more definite nature has 
been accomplished by Japanese armies. It has been 
variously reported at different times that Moukden, 
Wei-hai-Wei and Port Arthur had all fallen; that China 
had sued for peace at any cost; and there were also 
rumors of war in many provinces of the kingdom. 
Many of the despatches which have reached us have 
no doubt been twisted and tortured by Celestial opera- 
tors, and this makes it very difficult to sift fact from 
fiction. What has been done, apparently, is this: the 
second Japanese army have landed on the peninsula 
known as the Regent's Sword, at the end of which is 
situated the great Chinese arsenal aod repairing sta- 
tion, Port Arthur. The batteries defending the place 
ure thirteen in number, situated on either side of the 
narrow channel which leads into the basin. The loss 
of this place would be a severe blow to the Chinese 
sea power, and it was here the Chinese fleet put in 
after their defeat at the Yalu River. These ships are 
now reported ready for sea. Port Arthur has evidently 
been one of Japan's objectives since the beginning of 
the war, and the destination of the second army was 
kept as long as possible a secret. Another army corps 
is marching on to Moukden, which, it is thought, will 
soow fall, as the advancing army appear to be having 
but little opposition. At Wi-ju, which has been cap- 
tured, the defenders left their guns and fled at the 
approach of the Japanese. The ultimate object is, of 
course, the capture of Pekin. Winter is coming on. 
and the nature of the country to be crossed by the in- 
vaders is such that the difficulties of the campaign are 


great and the invading army will have to be self- 
supporting. 


The English “Army and Navy Gazette” remarks that 
it has become something of a platitude to say that 
the true deductions of naval history, which are now on 
everyboly's lips, were absolutely unknown twenty-five 
years ago. It was not until a United States naval 
officers spoke of “sea power” and a British flag officer 
of “command of the sea,” that naval history gained 
any real significance to the modern thinkers as a phi- 
losophical study; the naval historians before Cap- 
tain Mahan and Admiral Colomb were chroniclers 
merely, with little or no thought of the lessons which 
might be learned. In England a Navy Records So- 
ciety has been formed, with the object of showing how 
naval events are inter-related with history, and the 
influence they exercise over it. The initial volume of 
the society is devoted to “State Papers Relating to 
the Defeat of the Spanish Armada.”

The reports issued by the Smokeless Powder Company, 
Limited, ondon, E. é, give ample evidence of the suc- 
cess of its various powders—‘“Rifleite .303” in the Lee- 
Metford and other magazine military rifles; S R in the 
Martini-Henry, S K in Rook rifles, and S V in revolvers.

Orders have been issued to the Small Arms Board, com- 
posed of Commander Converse, Prof. Philip R. Alger 
and Ist Lieut. Karmany, Marine Corps, to reassemble at 
Newport for the purpose of resuming tests of rifles 
to be submitted. There will be three arms presented for 
trial—the Luger, a German invention, and the Durst and 
Briggs, invented by Americans. It is given out at the 
Ordnance Department that, in view of the failure of the 
hoard to select an arm for adoption in the Navy, the com- 
ing test will not influence the decision of the Depart- 
ment not to select a small arm now. It is hoped by the 
officials that the test already held will be of benefit to 
the inventors in pointing out defects in their pieces, and 
that when the competitive test is held next spring the 
arms submitted will be more highly developed and come 
up to the requirements of the Navy small arm. 

The “Courier,” of Manchester, England, says that the 
Zalinski gun is one of the most effective weapons ever de- 
signed, and that its penetrating power is phenomenal and 
astonishing. giving this as the opinion of the British ser- 
vice. The British “Army and Navy Gazette,” on the 
other hand, says that, so far from the weapon being ef- 
fective. it is understood by it to be exactly the oppo- 
site: that its tests have been confined to experiments 
made by our naval officers of the Vesuvius, and some 
made more recently by the British Government, at Dale 


Point. The latter. says the “Gazette,” are not likely 
to inerease the value of the gun. or of any torpedo 
throwers, in the eyes of professional men: that the

30 ft. from her side. On this side of the water this class 
of gun for harbor defence has not met with much onpo- 
sition. Naval officers as a rule have decided that they 
are of no practical use at sea, at anv rate, while Army 
officers are more or less in favor of them. 

Naval Ordnance officials have been engaged for the past 
week testing the Hurst eight-inch gun, which was recently 
built at the Washington Navy Yard. The first test of 
this piece took place on Friday last at the Indian ‘Head 
proving grounds and was witnessed by Captain Samp- 
son and the members of the Army Fortifications Board. 
The gun has already been described in the Journal, its 
only peculiar feature being that the cartridge contains 
tw concentrically arranged charges, separated by a steel 
partition. The purpose of this arrangement is to ignite 
the inner charge first. thus starting the shell. and later 
to ignite the larger charge, for the purpose of giving an 
accelerated velocity to the projectile. The gun was 50 
calibres in length and was chambered as for a 10-inch 
piece. The first. charge weighed 748 Ibs., the cartridge 
case weighing 385 Tbs, the shell 250; the outer powder 
charge, of six-inch type, 100, and the inner. of ten-inch 
and slower type, 8 Ibs. A. velocity of 1,618 feet per 
second was obtained from this shot with a pressure of 
six and eight-tenths tons in the inner chamber. A second 
shot was fired, with an outer charge of 142% Ibs and an 
inner charge of 10 Ibs. The velocity obtained was 2,196 
feet-seconds. with a pressure of nine and nine-tenths tons, 
The third shot was fired on Monday. On this occasion 
a velocity of 2,400 feet-seconds was obtained with 184 
Ibs. of powder, the entire weight of the charge amounting 
to about 812 Ibs. The pressure reached 15.8 tons. 
peculiar feature of both Friday and Monday’s tests were 
that the east steel projectiles broke in two before leav- 
ing the gun, so that the results obtained do not by any 
means show the value of the piece. wrought steel 
shell is now being manufactured, and the gun will be 
tested with it. A breech block is also being made, which 
will be fitted in the chamber of the gun to reduce it to the 
size of an ordinary eight-inch piece. The gun will then 
be fired, and the results obtained will be comnared with 
those secured by the gun as manufactured. The Depart- 
ment will then be able te ascertain whether the velocities 
obtained are wholly due to the length of the piece and to 
the high charges or to Mr. Hurst’s invention, 

Phree thrée-pounder shells. containing a high explosive 


compound, were fired on Thursday last at the Indian 
Head Proving Grounds. The first shell, fired against 
plate, detonated on striking.

The Naval Inspection Board has been particularly busy 
during the past two weeks. During that period it has 
inspected the Detroit, Raleigh, Minneapolis, Machias and 
the Cincinnati. All the reports, with the exception of 
that on the last-named vessel, have reached the Depart- 
ment, and the changes recommended by the Board are 
being attended to. The report on the Detroit states that 
she was found to be in good condition, and accordingly 
she left Newport on Sunday last for the Asiatie station. 
She will stop en route at Cadiz. Spain, and Naples, Italy, 
for the purpose of delivering World’s Fair relies to the 


Spanish Government and Vatican authorities, resnec- 
tively. The Raleigh was found to in good condition. 


Her ventilating apparatus was unserviceable, and it was 
necessary to have the position of her blowers changed 
at the Norfolk Navy Yard. This work will be com- 
pleted in a few days, and the ship will probably ecrnise 
about North Atlantie waters until assigned to some sta- 
tion. The position of the small boats and searchlight of 
the Machias was objectionable to the Board, it fearing 
that the shock of the discharges of the guns in the vi- 
cinity might injure them. It, therefore, recommended 
that their position be changed. This work is now in 
progress at the New York Navy Yard. The Department 
has not been advised whether the high temperature de- 
veloped in the Raleigh’s fire room has been produced in 


the Cincinnati's fire room. Both vessels have their 
hlowers beneath their protective decks, however, and it 
is believed that the Inspection Board will recommend 


that the blowers he placed above the protective deck, as 
is heing done in the case of the Raleigh. 

Captain Sampson, chief of the Naval Bureau of Ord- 
nance, is determined to find out the real value of the 
steel cap on ordinary shell. With this object in view he 
has placed an erder for 18 4-inch shells, which will be 
fitted with the ean and fired at 4-inch Harvevized plate at 
the Indian Head Proving Grounds. Captain Sampson 
said that it was his intention to experiment with ecanped 
shell until he had obtained a thorough knowledge of its 
value. The Bureau had been experimenting with it for 
a year, and experiments of a like character had been ear 
ried out with it abroad. with varying suecess. A test with 
a G-inch Wheeler-Sterling shell. fitted with a steel cap, 
was held on Monday last at the Indian Head Proving 
Crounds. The can shell perforated the plate and backing. 
and went into the butt. Later if} was recovered and 
found to be in excellent condition. This is the first time 
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a 6-inch shell has perforated a 6-inch Harveyized plate 
without —- to itself. Captain Sampson thinks it 
probable that before the next contract for shell is placed 
projectile development shall have reached such a high 
point that the requirements for this ammunition will be such 
that it shall have to perforate Harveyized piate of its own 
calibre. The 13-inch shell test has n going on during 
the past week at the Indian Head Proving Grounds. So 
far one of the two shells furnished by each manufacturer 
has been tested. The trial is a competitive one in both 
quality ani price, it being stipulated that the contract 
shall be awarded to the manufacturer furnishing the best 
shell at the lowest bid. The two shells tested on Monday 
last—one of the Wheeler-Sterling and the other of the 
Midvale types—were fired with a velocity of 975 f.-s. at 
a 7-inch nickel-steel plate, and into the earth butt. They 
were recovered free from cracks and only slightly set-up. 
Captain,Sempson says it is hard to choose between 
them. A Taylor cast shell and a Carpenter forged shell 
were fired on Thursday With the same velocity and at the 
same plate. The Taylor shell smashed up on the surface of 
the plate, after penetrating but a few inches. The point 
of the Carpenter shell sneceeded in getting through ihe 
plate and smashed up. The plate and backing were badly 
broken up as a vooult of the impact. The Johnson steel 
shell was fired on Friday, but up to the time of going 
to press no word had reached the Department concern- 
ing the results. As each of the companies submitted two 
shells each. those now on hand will be fired next week, 
and then Captain Sampson will award the contract for 
this ammunition. 

The Ordnance Bureau of the Navy has accepted three 
more Howell torpedoes. The four accepted some weeks 
ago have been placed cn board the Detroit and Cincin- 
nati. The Raleigh will obtain two of those just turned 
over to the Government. uture issue of torpedoes, with 
the exception of that to the Raleigh. will not be made 
unless in ease of an emergency, until a large supply is 
en hand. 

The Ordnance Bureau of the War Department has 
awarded to the Midvale Steel Company a contract for 10 
steel deck plates at 914 cents per pound.

WEST POINT. 
West Point, N. Y., Oct. 31, 1894. 

The football game between the cadets and the Yale team 
was the event of the past week, around which all others 
centered and before which all else was dwarfed into insigniti- 
cance, Two or three stormy days early-in the week afforded 
opportunities for practice which were eagerly seized. A 
statement which appeared in the New York ‘Times’ on 
Wednesday, to the effect that the game of fvotball would 
hereafter be forbidden at both Military and Naval academies, 
created momentary consternation with the most important 
game of the season imminent. This report seems to have 
been a baseless rumor, as nothing official has been heard of 
the matter here. The preparations for the game went on as 
usual. 

Never since football was introduced at the Academy has a 
larger crowd of spectators gathered to witness a game than 
that present on Saturday, Oct. 27. The attendance was esti 
mated at 6,000 persons. Admirable arrangements for the 
comfort of the spectators were effected under the superin 
tendence of Lieutenant Weigel. Immediately after inspection 
the crowd of residents and visitors adjourned from the 
parade to the ball ground, and there was “standing room 
only” long before the hour announced for the beginning of 
the game. The main road to the east of the plain was lined 
with vehicles of all descriptions, among which a coach, 
decorated with the Yale colors, was conspicuous, 

Strut, West Point’s quarter-back, was incapacitated from 
playing by a sprained ankle. He lost none of the game, 
however, and succeeded, with the aid of crutches, in follow- 
ing tbe hall with the most energetic of the spectators.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


To the New York National Guard. 

We call the attention of the members of the National 
Guard resident in New York State to the accompanying 
provisions of the amended state constitution, upon the 
adoption of which they will be called to vote on Tuesday, 
Nov. 6. The importance of the second section cannot be 
questioned. Its adoption will put the National Guard 
beyond the reach of negligent legislators, or those opposed 
to the maintenance of a military for any cause what- 
ever. Every member of the New York National Guard 
should vote for the portion of the proposed new constitu- 
tion containing this amendment. The provision against 
which agitation is made on partisan grounds is to be voted 
on separately. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Section 1. All able-bodied male citizens between the ages of 
IS and 45 years, who are residents of the State, shall consti- 
tute the mnulitia, subject, however, to such exemptions as are 
now, or muy be hereafter created by the laws of the United 
States, or by the Legislature of this State. 

Sec. 2. The Legislature may provide for the enlistment into 
the active force of such other persous as may make applica- 
tion to be se enlisted. 





See 3. The militia shall be organized and divided info such 
land and naval, and active and reserve forees, as’ the} Legis- 
lature may deem proper, provided, however, that thege sball 


all times a force of not less than 1000 en- 
listed nen, fully uniformed, armed, equipped, disciplined and 
ready for active service, And it shall be the duty of the Legis- 
lature at each session to make sufficient appropriations for the 
maintenance thereof, 

Sev. The Governor shall appoint the chiefs of the several 
staff departments, his aides-de-camp and military secretary, 
all of whom shall held office during his pleasure, thelr com- 
missions tv expire with the term for which the Governor shall 
have been elected; he shail also nominate, and with the con- 
sent of the Senate appoint, all major-generals. 

See. 5. All other commissioned and non-commissioned offi- 
cers shall be chosen or appointed in such manner as the Legis- 
lature may deem most conducive to the improvement of the 
militia, provided, however, that no law shall be passed chang- 
ing the existing mode of election and appointment unless two- 
thirds of the members present in each house shall concur 
therein. 

Sec. 6. The commissioned officers shall be conmmissioned by 
the Governor as Commander-in-Chief. No commissioned offi- 
cer shall be removed from office during the term for which he 
shall have been appointed or elected, unless by the Senate on 
the recommendation of the Governor, stating the grounds on 
which such removal is recommended, or by the sentence of a 
court-martial, or upen the findings of an examining board or- 
ganized pursuant to law, or for absence without leave for a 
period of six months or more. 


We cannot do better than to repeat here what was said 
in the Army and Navy Journal of Aug. 25, 1894: 


While the military code of the State of New York provides 
for an aggregate foree of National Guard in time of peace 
of not less than 10,000 nor over 15,000 enlisted men, there is 
nothing in the constitution of the State which makes any pro- 
vision for such a ferce, and it seems of vital importance that 
it should be embodied therein, especially in view of the grow- 
jing spread of anarchy and the antipathy of law-breakers to 
the military. As the matter stands at present the force of the 
State could be easily wiped out by a Legislature antagonistic 
to a National Guard, Tt is net at all impossible that @ tombi- 
nation of labor element imbued with anarchist ideas may 
gel possession of the State Legislature; in fact, such a pre- 
gramme has been advocated already, and each year it) seems 
more feasible, as is shown by the fact that the Governor of 
one State has lent his support to auarchy. To offset this dan- 
ger, so far as New York State is concerned, Maj. W. HE A. 
Cochran, of the 2d Brigade Staff has introduced a constitu 
tlonal Amendment requiring a force of National Guard of not 
less than 10.000. This amendment shenld be endorsed by al! 
members of the National Guard. It is one of common- 
sense and ierely strengthens the hands of the supporters of 
law and order,

The National Guard of New York, in addition to the 
equipments it has already reeeived, is te be supplied 
brown canvas leggings similar to those of the Army.

been supplied with rubber ponehos, haversicks. canteens. a 
personal mess kit for each man, consisting of meat can, 
eup, plate, knife. fork, spoon. bhinkets, leggings, Merriam 


packs and the officers with revolvers. Each organization has 
also received a kitehen outfit, consisting of grates for cook- 
ing, camp kettle. ete. shovels, axes and pickaxes, and the 
Hospital and Signal Corps have received the latest outfits, 
which the al experience of regular troops has in- 
dorsed as the best. In fact, wherever possible, the experi- 
ence of the Army has been followed, and not only in the 
direction of supplies, but in drill, discipline, and customs of 
the service. and the wisdom of Adjutant-General Porter and 
his asseciates in following this line is manifest in the 
superior force of State troops which New York has to-day. 
The old force of even 15 years age, so far as discipline and 
drill and general military knowledge were coneerned, was a 
burlesque alougside of the present force, which really began 
its transformation as the representative body of citizen sol- 
diery since the establishment of the State camp in 1882, and 
since that time the advancement has been most rapid. It 
was not merely the establishment of the camp, but the radi- 
eal improvements in the system which began when Adjutant- 
(deneral Porter assumed office in 1884. The first two vears of 
camp, When compared to that of later yvoars, will be remem 





bered as uu veritable pienie, ineluding tireworks and other 
amusements more becoming o chowder party than a State 
military organization, and those whe hive net closely fol- 


lowed the improvement of the force would hardly believe the 
transformation, There were many who thought the National 
Ciuard conld only be made popular by gorgeous uniforms and 
brass bands, but this idea has been exploded, and in New 
York as well es some other States the day when men enlist 
for the uniform has passed. While dress uniforms are all 
very well in their place, a serviee uniform should be com- 
pulsory with every National Guard organization. Another in- 
novation, to the advantage of the New York guard, was the 
recent changes in the military code and vegulations, and the 
issuing of the new books, us well as the more recent adop- 
tion of a State long service decoration, with a medal for 
valor; the change of trimmings on the service uniforms to 
conform to that of the Army, has alse proved of benefit. The 
detail of regular officers to assist in the instruction of the 
State force has also proved of great advantage, and is an ex- 
ample well worthy of being followed by every State in the 
Union.

The Naval Militia. 

MICHIGAN.—To Mr. Charles C. Poe, at present the Vice 
l’resident and Manager of the East Jersey Water Co., New 
York, is due much of the credit of organizing at Detroit the 
embryo battalion of the Michigan Naval Reserve. Mr. Poe is 
a graduate of the Naval Academy in 1885, and until recently 
resided in Detroit. The report of the recent cruise made on 
the Michigan, by Ensigns L. C. Bertolette, C. B. Morgan and 
H. G. Gates, by Ensigns L. C. Bertolette, C. B. Morgan and 
partment, is very encouraging. The report states that the 
reserves were instructed and exercised on board the ship for 
four days, beginning Oct. 16, the force consisting each day 
of 41, 39, 49 and 39, respectively. The present members of 
the division, the report states, are drawn from among the 
best educated and most intelligent classes of the community. 
The zeal displayed in the performance of all duties assigned 
theni is commended. The report states that under the cap- 
tion of “professional unowtelen”’ that the commanding offi- 
cer of the division, Lieut. Gilbert Wilkes, is a graduate of 
the Naval Academy, and for seven years held a commission 
as ensign in the Navy. The remainder of the division have 
had no previous naval experience. In consideration of the 
fact that the division had never been exercised in the drills 
on the programme, the report continues, the regular crew 
were first exexcised as instruction, the reserve officers and 
men thereafter exercising alone. Starting, as they did, with 
an almost absolute lack of knowledge of man-of-war routine 
and drills, they showed marked pene rform- 
ing at the end all the duties with considerable effi- 
ciency. The target practice, both small arms and great guns, 
Was very creditable. ‘‘We consider that this division,”’ the 
report concludes, ‘“‘would be of great value to the United 
States on the Lakes, from their efficiency, as an armed force 
and their knowledge of marine affairs in these waters; and 
also that a trained bedy of this class of men, of such spirit 
as they display, must of necessity be a valuable adjunct to 
the U. S. Navy in time of war. 





Various. 

Advices from Sacramento, Cal, of Oct. 26. announce that 
the State military court of inquiry, appointed to investigate 
the conduct of the Guard at Sacramento during the late rail- 
road strike, has made its report. Major-General Dimond is 
held mainly responsible for the blunders on July 4, when the 
seldiers failed to dislodge the mob from the depot. Briga- 
dier-Generals Sheehan and Dickinson, and Colonels Sullivan, 
Noonan and Barry are also scored for their lack of military 
knowledge and blunders. United States Marshal Baldwin ts 
criticised for bringing about an armistice with the mob at the 
depot, thus putting the troops in a false position. The report 
says that Companies A, of Sacramento, and G, of San Fran- 
cisco, members of which threw down their arms and frater- 
nized with the strikers, disgraced the Guard, and should not 
be permitted to remain in the service. The reorganization of 
the Guard, so that there will be more enlisted men and fewer 
officers, is recommended. 

Adjutant-General Cameron, of North Carolina, announces 
under date of Oct. 22, that a company having applied for ad- 
mission to the State Guard, and having been notified that it 
will be accepted, will be required to be uniformed at its own 
expense before arms and commissions are issued. The cap 
tain of such company must forward a certificate showing that 
at least 40 uniforms, either dress or undress, have been pro 
eured. All officers, elected or appointed, will be required to 
uniform themselves within 90 days after election or appoint- 
ment. 

Major Franklin Bartlett, of the 22d N. Y., who has been 
re-nominated democratic candidate for Member of Congress 
in the Seventh Congressional District, is a gentleman prom 
inent both in military and civil life, and is a member of the 
Harvard, Union, Knickerbocker, Manhattan, Players, and 
University Clubs, and Coney Island Jockey Club. He is also 
a member of the N. Y. Historical Society, and Camden So- 
ciety, of London, England. 

Charles MeClure, a leading resident of Stillwater, Minn., 
and Captain of Co. K, 1st Regiment, it is reported, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself on Oct. 23. It is sup- 
posed he was laboring under temporary insanity. 

Six members of the 10th Battalion of Albany, N. Y., quali- 
fied as “experts” on Oct. 29, two of whom made full scores. 
To qualify as an expert it is necessary to make eight hits 
out of ten shots at a man target, at 700 and 800 yards. The 
following are the scores: Sergt.

SAVING FOR POOR UNCLE SAM. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

The Army has become so accustomed to look for 
changes in methods of administration every time it gets 
«a new head to a Staff Department, that it was not at all 
surprised, upon the recent advent of a new Commissary- 
(jeneral, to learn that stili another blow was to be aime’ 
ut its meagre purse, “in the interests of economy”. The 
“ambulance order” followed last upon the heels of a 
(Juartermaster-General’s retirement, compelling ofticers’ 
families changing station to either walk from the rail- 
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road depot to the post, or remain behind until the father 


of the family could save enough out of the salary, already 
pledged in advance perhaps, to cover the expenses of the 
move, to buy or hire the necessary conveyances. This, 
too, in a country where, in some instances, it was impos- 
sible to either hire or purchase, and where there was al- 
ways a surplus of transportation at the post, absolutely 
needing exercise. Then came (or did it precede it?) the 
reduction of one-half of the amount allowed for the trans- 
portation of officers’ private horses, compelling us to either 
sell our horses at a sacrifice or put up the requisite 
sum, that we might be in shape to serve this great and 
glorious Government when called upon to do so.. And 
now, the officers on duty in Washington, already sub- 
jected to increased expenditure on account of rent and 
other living expenses, are to be deprived of the privilege 
of purchasing from the Commissary! Why? Ostensibly 
“in the interests of economy,” but really to curry favor 
with a gang of “hayseed legislators,” whose conception of 
the needs of an Army, like those of the “sockless states- 
man,” about equal a hog’s knowledge of the art of war.
